ANNUAL  CIRCULAR 

iJhnj  fpeiial  College, 

SPRING  TERM,  1854. 


Two  full  courses  of  lectures  are  delivered  annually  in  this  Institution.  The 
Spring  course  commences  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  February,  and  the  Fall  course 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September.  Each  course  continues  sixteen  weeks.  Degrees 
are  conferred  at  the  close  of  each  term.  The  next  Fall  course  will  commence  on 
Tuesday,  the  5lh  day  of  September,  1854. 

The  College  edifice  is  pleasantly  situated  near  the  Capitol,  and  is  spacious  and 
commodious.  The  Lecture  Rooms,  Laboratory,  Anatomical  Theatre  and  Dissect- 
ing Rooms,  the  halls  for  Museum  and  Library,  have  been  fitted  up  with  all  the 
requisites  to  render  them  convenient  and  suitable  for  medical  and  surgical 
demonstrations  and  instruction. 

The  Museum,  in  the  variety  of  its  specimens,  both  natural  and  morbid,  in  the 
number  of  its  delicate  and  minute  preparations,  and  in  the  abundant  means  which 
it  furnishes  for  ready  illustration,  is  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  union.  The  liberal 
endowment  of  the  Institution  by  the  state,  has  furnished  abundant  means  for  in- 
creasing the  number  and  value  of  these  specimens  and  preparations.  Their 
selection  has  beq-n  made  with  great  care,  under  the  direct  inspection  of  the  pro- 
fessors. 

It  contains  all  the  morbid  specimens  accumulated  during  a  long  course  of  sur- 
gical practice  by  Prof.  March.  These  are  sufficiently  numerous  and  valuable  to 
form  of  themselves  a  very  respectable  Museum;  exhibiting,  as  they  do,  many  of 
the  morbid  growths,  which  are  the  result  of  diseased  action,  their  immense  value 
to  the  student,  both  of  Surgery  and  Medicine,  will  be  sufficiently  obvious. 

It  also  contains  Prof.  McNaughton's  valuable  collection  of  Human  and  Com- 
parative Anatomy,  accumulated  during  twenty  years'  connection  with  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Western  District.  Also  the  extensive  collec- 
tions of  Professor  Armsby,  embracing  a  great  variety  of  vascular,  nervous,  and 
other  preparations,  for  illustrating  his  department. 

The  casts,  plates  and  models,  and  morbid  specimens,  imported  from  Europe, 
are  also  very  numerous,  numbering  among  them  a  very  perfect  collection  of 
diseases  and  injuries  of  the  Hip  Joint.  It  also  contains  most  of  the  valuable  patho- 
logical models  ofThibert,  and  others  skilled  in  this  branch  of  art. 
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The  Museum  has  been  recently  enriched  by  the  valuable  pathological  collection 
of  Professor  Webster,  late  of  Geneva  College.  This  collection  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  faculty,  and  forms  an  important  addition  to  the  museum. 

It  is  asserted  with  meat  confidence,  that  no  collection  in  the  country  affords 
means  more  extensive  for  illustrating  the  various  forms  of  disease,  than  the 
Museum  of  this  College.  It  is  at  all  times  open  to  the  students,  and  the  speci- 
mens and  preparations  are  so  arranged  as  to  afford  opportunities  for  study  and 
illustration. 

A  spacious  working  Laboratory  has  been  erected  in  connection  with  the  College 
where  students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  study  practically  the  applications  of 
chemistry  to  medicine.  Professor  Carr,  having  relinquished  his  connection  with 
other  institutions,  will  give  his  attention  to  the  instruction  of  his  classes  in  the 
Lecture  Room  and  Laboratory. 

The  Laboratory  will  be  opened  daily  for  the  instruction  of  students,  during  the 
term.    Laboratory  fee,  $5. 

Chemistry  and  its  applications  to  Medicine,  will  be  taught  in  the  Laboratory,  as 
anatomy  is  in  the  dissecting  room.  Students  will  experiment  with  their  own 
hands,  and  represent  all  of  the  actions  and  reactions  by  formulae  upon  the  black- 
board. 

The  Chemical  Apparatus  is  extensive  and  complete,  enabling  the  professor  to 
exhibit  all  the  experiments  illustrative  of  the  powers  that  influence  chemical 
action.  The  application  of  Chemistry  to  medicine  and  the  arts,  is  constantly 
elucidated. 

The  lectures  on  Materia  Medica  are  illustrated  by  specimens  of  all  the  known 
remedies;  and  the  collection  of  this  department  has  been  constantly  increasing, 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  T.  R.  Beck,  by  the  addition  of  every  new  article 
that  is  announced. 

A  Library,  numbering  at  the  present  time  nearly  5,000  volumes,  has  been 
accumulated  from  the  funds  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  by  the  dona- 
tions of  friends  to  the  Institution.  A  portion  of  this  Library  is  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  students  during  the  lecture  term.  No  fee  is  charged  for  the  use  of 
it,  to  those  who  have  matriculated.  Students,  are  advised  to  furnish  themselves 
with  at  least  one  good  text  book  in  each  department.

Institutes  of  Medicine — Carpenter,  Williams,  Kirkes  and  Paget. 
Medical  Jurisprudence — Beck,  Dean,  Taylor  or  Guy. 

Ample  opportunities  will  be  furnished  for  dissection.  The  rooms  are  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy,  aided  by  corcj.ctent  assist- 
ants. 
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Trie  dissecting  ticket  is  five  dollars.  An  abundant  supply  of  material  for 
dissection  will  be  furnished  on  as  reasonable  terms  as  at  any  college  in  this 
country. 

The  Saturdays  of  every  week  are  devoted  to  practical  and  clinical  instruction, 
and  in  this  way  the  students  have  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  a  great  variety 
of  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

Persons  who  are  really  indigent,  or  who  require  advice  or  surgical  operations, 
are  gratuitously  attended  to,  if  they  present  themselves  before  the  class  on 
Saturday. 

The  great  advantages  derived  by  the  student  from  these  cliniques,  are  to  be 
found  in  the  intimate  knowledge  of  the  case  and  its  history;  the  opportunity  of 
witnessing  a  great  variety  of  operations;  the  most  approved  method  of  dressing; 
and  the  treatment  proper  for  each  case.  From  these  clinical  lectures  and 
operations,  occupying  usually  from  one  to  three  hours  every  Saturday,  the  student 
derives  an  immense  amount  of  varied  practical  knowledge. 

The  Citizens  of  Albany  have  recently  contributed  $50,000,  for  the  establishment 
of  a  permanent  Hospital,  and  a  spacious  building,  nearly  opposite  the  College, 
lias  been  fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  The  opportunities  for  instruction  in  Practical 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  are  equal  to  those  afforded  by  any  similar  institution  in 
the  larger  cities. 

The  Hospital  ticket  is  free  to  members  of  the  class. 

With  this  statement  of  the  means  of  instruction  afforded  by  the  Albany  Medical 
College,  its  officers  claim  a  due  share  of  the  patronage  of  the  medical  profession, 
pledging  themselves  that  no  effort  shall  be  wanting  to  rear  well  instructed  and 
enlightened  practitioners  of  medicine.

The  matriculation  fee  is  $5.    The  fees  for  a  single  course,  $60.    For  two 


courses,  if  paid  in  advance,  $100.

Before  a  student  can  receive  a  ticket  of  admission  from  any  of  the  professors, 
to  attend  their  lectures,  it  is  necessary  that  he  should  enter  his  name  on  the 
Mum  of  the  College,  together  with  his  residence,  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  his  preceptor,  and  take  his  matriculation  ticket  from  the  Registrar.  It  is  desir- 
able that  students  should  matriculate  and  take  out  their  tickets  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible  after  their  arrival  in  the  city. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  medical  institutions 
where  the  requirements  are  the  same  as  at  this,  will  have  admission  to  the  lectures 
by  paying  $10  and  the  matriculation  fee. 
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Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this  College,  will  be 
admitted  to  all  the  lectures  thereafter,  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  Institution  have  perpetual  free  admission.  Graduates  of  three 
years1  standing,  of  other  medical  schools,  will  be  admitted  free  of  charge. 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  certificates 
from  a  physician  and  surgeon  duly  authorized  by  law  to  practice  his  profession, 
that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  under  his  instruction  during  the  term 
ot  three  years. 

lie  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  at  this 
Institution. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the  term,  a 
thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical  subject  and  be  prepared  to  defend  it 
at  his  examination.  The  thesis  must  be  written  on  paper  of  uniform  size,  a  speci- 
men of  which  may  be  seen  by  applying  to  the  Registrar. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  several  branches  of  medicine 
and  surgery. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $20,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  before  the 
candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examination.

There  are  now  two  terms  annually  in  this  school — the  one  commencing  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  September,  and  continuing  for  twelve  weeks ;  the  other  on  the 
Jirst  Tuesday  of  January,  and  continuing  twelve  weeks.  The  fee  for  each  term  is 
$30,  payable  in  advance,  or  $50,  for  both,  payable  at  the  commencement  of  one. 
These  terms  complete  a  full  course.  Attendance  on  three  terms  and  pursuing  the 
study  of  law  during  the  intermediate  vacations  in  the  office  of  some  practicing 
lawyer,  entitles  one  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 
The  subject  proposed  for  the  next  two  prize  dissertations  is  the  distinctive 
characteristics  of  Common  Law  and  Equity  Jurisprudence,  and  the  modifications 
introduced  into  the  former  by  the  latter. 

The  method  of  instruction  is  by  lecture,  by  examination,  and  by  the  reduction 
of  knowledge  to  practice,  in  the  argument  of  questions  and  causes  in  moot  courts.

DEPARTMENT  01'  CHEMISTRY. 


EZRA  S.  CARE,  M.  D., 

Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  Its  Application  to  Agriculture  and  the  Useful  Arts. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  this  department,  is  designed  to  meet  the  wants 
of  those  who  wish  to  obtain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Scientific,  Practical  and 
Analytical  Chemistry;  for  teachers  in  academies  and  seminaries,  and  also  for 
those  who  desire  to  study  its  applications  to  agriculture  and  the  manufacturing 
arts:  farmers,  artisans,  &.c. 

It  will  include  experimental  chemistry,  chemical  manipulations,  analysis  and 
(H  ;'tion  of  poisons,  together  with  the  principles  of  research  as  applied  to  the 
ai     agriculture,  medicine,  &c,  &c. 

Chemistry  and  its  applications  will  be  taught  in  the  Laboratory  as  Anatomy  is 
the  dissecting  room.  Students  will  experiment  with  their  own  hands,  and 
represent  all  of  the  actions  and  reactions  by  formulas  upon  the  black-board. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  the  application  of  chemistry,  and  other  branches  of 
the  natural  sciences  to  agriculture  and  the  useful  arts,  will  be  given  by  Prof.  Carr, 
to  elucidate  the  principles  of  scientific  agriculture,  and  their  application  to  pro- 
ductive farming. 

Previous  knowledge  of  Chemistry  is  not  essential  to  admission. 

Students  of  the  Chemical  School  will  be  admited  free  of  charge  to  the  lectures 
O"  Chemistry  and  Anatomy  in  the  Albany  Medical  College,  and  have  access  to 
the  State  Agricultural  and  Geological  Collection. 

Terms — For  instruction  in  the  Laboratory  and  lectures,  $20  per  term  of  three 
months,  or  $10  per  month  for  a  shorter  period.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  the 
use  of  ordinary  apparatus,  but  students  will  be  charged  with  breakage,  and  for 
wucli  articles  as  are  consumed,  at  cost.

Two  full  courses  of  lectures  are  delivered  annually  in  this  Institution.  The  Spring 
course  commences  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  February,  and  the  Fall  course  on  theirs*  Tues- 
day in  September.  Each  course  continues  sixteen  weeks.  Degrees  are  conferred  at  the 
close  of  each  term. 

The  College  edifice  is  pleasantly  situated  near  the  Capitol,  and  is  spacious  and 
commodious.  The  Lecture  Rooms,  Laboratory,  Anatomical  Theatre,  and  Dissecting 
Rooms,  the  halls  for  Museum  and  library,  have  been  fitted  up  with  all  the  requisites  to 
render  them  convenient  and  suitable  for  medical  and  surgical  demonstrations  and 
instruction. 

The  Museum,  in  the  variety  of  its  specimens,  both  natural  and  morbid,  in  the  num- 
ber of  its  rare  and  valuable  preparations,  and  in  the  abundant  means  which  it 
furnishes  for  ready  illustration,  is  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  Union. 

It  contains  all  the  morbid  specimens  accumulated  during  a  long  course  of  surgical 
practice  by  Prof.  March.  These  are  sufficiently  numerous  and  valuable  to  form  of 
themselves  a  very  large  Museum  ;  exhibiting,  as  they  do,  many  of  the  morbid  growths 
which  are  the  result  of  diseased  action,  their  immense  value  to  the  student,  both  of 
Surgery  and  Medicine,  will  be  sufficiently  obvious. 

It  contains  Prof.  McNaughton's  valuable  collection  of  Human  and  Comparative 
Anatomy,  accumulated  during  twenty  years  connection  with  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  the  Western  District.  Also  the  extensive  and  valuable  collections  of 
Prof.  Armsby,  embracing  a  great  variety  of  vascular,  nervous  and  other  preparations, 
which  have  been  constantly  accumulating  since  the  organization  of  the  Institution. 

The  casts,  plates,  models,  and  morbid  specimens,  imported  from  Europe,  are  very 
numerous,  comprising  most  of  the  valuable  pathological  models  of  Thibert,  and  others 
skilled  in  this  branch  of  art. 

It  is  asseited  with  great  confidence,  that  no  collection  in  the  country  affords  means 
more  extensive  for  illustrating  anatomical  structures  and  the  various  forms  of  disease, 
than  the  Museum  of  this  College.  It  is  at  all  times  open  to  students;  and  the  specimens 
and  preparations  are  so  arranged  as  to  afford  opportunities  for  study  and  illustration. 

The  Chemical  Apparatus  is  extensive  and  complete,  enabling  the  professor  to  exhibit 
all  the  experiments  illustrative  of  the  powers  that  influence  chemical  action.  The 
applications  of  chemistry  to  medicine,  is  made  a  special  object  throughout  the  course. 

The  Lectures  on  Materia  Medica  are  illustrated  by  specimens  of  all  the  known  reme- 
dies ;  and  the  collection  of  this  department  is  constantly  increasing,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Prof  Townsend. 
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A  library,  numbering  at  the  present  time  nearly  5,000  volumes,  lias  been  accumu- 
lated from  funds  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  by  the  donations  of  friends 
of  the  Institution.  A  portion  of  this  Library  is  appropriated  to  the  use  of  students 
during  the  lecture  term.  No  fee  is  charged  for  the  use  of  books,  to  those  who  have 
matriculated.  Students  are  advised  to  furnish  themselves  with  one  good  text  book  in  each 
department.

The  Working  Laboratory,  for  instruction  in  Practical  and  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mistry, will  be  open  during  twelve  weeks  of  the  term.  The  course  of  instruction 
includes  the  preparation  of  compounds  used  in  medicine ;  the  determination  of  the 
purity  of  medicines ;  a  qualitative  examination  of  the  principal  bases  and  acids, 
including  a  systematic  course  for  their  detection ;  the  examination  of  blood,  urine, 
&c,  &c,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  detection  of  poisons. 

Laboratory  ticket,  $5. 

Students  will  be  charged  for  breakage  and  chemicals  used.  The  hours  for  working, 
will  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures  and  other  College  exercises. 

This  new  feature  of  medical  instruction,  so  essential  to  the  successful  practitioner, 
has  already  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectations,  a  large  number  of  students 
having  already  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages.  During  the  past  year  a  spacious 
wcnking  Laboratory  has  been  erected,  and  furnished  with  all  the  necessary  fixtures  and 
apparatus. 

The  Dissecting  Rooms  are  open  during  the  term,  and  ample  opportunities  are  fur- 
nished for  the  pursuit  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

The  dissecting  ticket  is  $5.  An  abundant  supply  of  material  for  dissection  is 
furnished  on  as  reasonable  terms  as  at  other  colleges. 

The  Saturdays  of  every  week  are  devoted  to  surgical  operations,  and  clinical 
instruction,  and  in  this  way  the  students  have  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  a  great 
variety  of  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

Persons  who  are  really  indigent,  who  require  advice  or  surgical  operations,  are 
gratuitously  attended  to,  if  they  present  themselves  before  the  class  on  Saturday. 

The  great  advantages  derived  by  the  student  from  these  cliniques,  consist  in  the 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  case  and  its  history  ;  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  a  gVeat 
variety  of  surgical  operations  ;  the  most  approved  method  of  dressing  ;  and  the  treat- 
ment proper  for  each  case.  From  these  clinical  lectures  and  operations,  occupying 
usually  from  one  to  three  hours  every  Saturday,  the  student  derives  an  immense 
amount  of  varied  practical  knowledge. 

A  large  and  commodious  Hospital  has  been  established  nearly  opposite  the  College, 
provided  with  a  spacious  Lecture  Room,  Dispensary,  and  every  requisite  tor  the  study 
of  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery  that  can  be  found  in  the  hospitals  of  our  larger 
cities

Before  a  student  can  receive  a  ticket  of  admission  from  the  professors,  to  attend 
their  lectures,  it  is  necessary  he  should  enter  his  name  on  the  Album  of  the  College, 
with  his  residence,  the  name  and  residence  of  his  preceptor,  and  take  his  matriculation 
ticket  from  the  Registrar.  It  is  desirable  that  students  should  matriculate,  and  take  out 
their  tickets,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  after  their  arrival  in  the  city. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other  medical  institutions, 
will  be  required  to  pay  $10  and  the  matriculation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this  College,  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  Institution  have  perpetual  free  admission.  Graduates  of  other 
medical  schools,  will  be  admitted  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  certificates  from  a  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  duly  authorized  by  law  to  practice  hi3  profession,  that  he  has  studied 
medicine  and  surgery  under  his  instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  be  at  this 
Institution. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the  term,  a 
thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be  prepared  to  defend  it  at 
his  examination.  The  thesis  must  be  written  on  paper  of  uniform  size,  a  specimen  of 
which  may  be  seen  by  applying  to  the  Registrar. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  several  branches  of  medicine  and 
surgery. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $20,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  before  the  candidate 
can  be  admitted  to  an  examination.

There  are  now  hvo  terms  annually  in  this  school;  one  commencing  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September;  the  other,  on  the  frst  Tuesday  of  December,  each  continuing 
twelve  weeks.  The  fee  for  each  term  is  $30,  payable  in  advance.  Three  terms 
complete  a  full  course.  Attendance  on  three  terms,  and  pursuing  the  study  of 
law,  (raring  the  intermediate  vacations,  in  the  office  of  some  practicing  lawyer, 
entitles  one  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

The  method  of  instruction  is  by  lecture,  by  examination,  and  by  the  reduction 
of  knowledge  to  practice,  in  the  argument  of  questions  and  causes  in  moot  courts.
